Re: Freedom of Information Act Request (Request ID 2019-OIG-013) 

Dear Ms. Best: 

Amtrak's Office of the Inspector General (OIG) received your May 29, 2019 request for 
information made under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) seeking, "a copy of the 
list or printout or database listing of Inspector General investigations closed/reports completed 
during calendar year 2018." 

In response, our office searched for records responsive to your request and, as a result, 
we have provided you with a case list of all investigative cases that were closed in 
calendar year 2018, which includes both preliminary and full investigations, as well as 
both substantiated and unsubstantiated cases. 

The case list provides relevant information pertaining to these investigative cases, such 
as the case number, case title, the date the case was opened/closed, and the general type 
of misconduct/allegation as related to each case. All reasonably segregable portions of 
this case list are enclosed, while redacting/withholding certain information (e.g., the 
names of certain subjects) pursuant to FOIA Exemption 7(C). 

Exemption 7(C) recognizes that law enforcement records are inherently more invasive of 
privacy than "personnel and medical files and similar files." Named individuals have 
substantial interests in nondisclosure of their identities and connection to particular 
investigations. In fact, the case law has long recognized, either expressly or implicitly, 
that '"the mention of an individual's name in a law enforcement file will engender 
comment and speculation and carries a stigmatizing connotation.'" 

You have the right to file an administrative appeal within 90 days of the date of this letter. 
By filing an appeal, you preserve your rights under FOIA and give the OIG a chance to 
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review and reconsider your request and the decision. A copy of your initial request, a 
copy of this letter, and your statement of circumstances, reasons, and arguments should 
accompany your letter of appeal. Please address your letter of appeal to:
